``Hello Glenn, I noticed the multiple anomalies on WBCQ tonight; I 
have no idea what is going on but am checking it out now. Al's 
Florida relay webcast started at 0100 with the AWWWWwW theme song, but 
suddenly went dead air less than a minute in, then played a bit of 
what sounded like a newscast, then dropped off. 7490 no signal, 6160 
open carrier/dead air, 5130 trump blather. 7490 webcast was down at 


0100, back at 0110 with a repeat from May. Lw’* (Glenn Hauser, OK,
